NEW YORK (A P ) — Swedish' 
scientists said today that carbon 
monox ide from cig arette smoke 
is “ very likely ” part of the re a ­ 
son sm okers develop m ore coro­ 
nary heart disease. 
If this is 
so, 
they said, 
it 
m eans that scientist concerned 
about preventive medicine will 
have to take a look at all form 
of ex posure of people to carbon 
ex haust. 
The carbon 
monox ide from 
cig arette smoke g ets into the 
bloodstream, the scientists said, 
where it appears to pave the 
way for the 
accum ulation of 
cholesterol in the arteries. 
An ex cess of cholesterol is one 
factor that has been implicated 
in the incidence of heart dis­ 
ease. Deposits of the fatty sub­ 
stance clog the arteries, prev­ 
enting norm al flow of blood and 
ox y g en. 
The new report cam e from 
Drs. Poul Astrup, Knud Kjekl- 
sen and John W anstrup of the 
departm ent of clinical chem is­ 
try at the Roy al Hospital in Co­ 
penhag en. Dr. Astrup described 
work on rabbits and studies of 
hum ans at a conference on bio­ 
log ical effects of carbon monox ­ 
ide sponsored by the New York 
Academy of Sciences. 
Dr. Astrup said his dep a rt­ 
ment 
noticed 
hig h 
concentra­ 
tions of carbon monox ide in the 
blood of y oung m en with cro- 
nary artery diseases.

Causes Buildup 


Of Heavy Snow 


BUFFALO, N Y. (A P) Gov­ 
ernm ent 
w eather 
researchers 
said Tuesday metropolitan Buf 
falo—the heat it g enerates and 
its sm okestacks and auto ex ­ 
haust—play a role in increasing 
the am ount of snowfall from 
storm s sweeping in off 
Lake 
Erie. 
R esearchers said the city ac ­ 
tually is an island of heat that 
can be as much a» 20 deg rees 
w arm er than s u r r o u n d i n g 
snow-covered 
terrain 
during 
day lig ht hours. 
The heat and 'air rise above 
the city , they said, and rising 
with them ar„e particles from in­ 
dustry , 
cars 
and 
residential 
a re as—particles that form the 
nuclei or cores for snowflakes. 
The researchers from the E n­ 
vironmental 
Science 
Services 
Administration Research Labo­ 
ratories at Boulder, Colo., cam e 
to this conclusion after conduct­ 
ing 
cloud-seeding 
ex perim ents 
with silver iodide in Buffalo this 
fall and winter.

Davis asked the subcom m ittee; 
“ Shall 
we have 
millions of 
women on the pill for 20 y ears 
and then discover it was all a 
g reat m istake?” 
He said no woman should take 
the pill continuously for more 
than two y ears.

In his letter to the State De- j 
partm ent, Nelson said 800 to 
1,000 miles along the border had 
been sprayed, and although the

an intrusion into the balance of 
nature. 
And all of a sudden, conser­ 
vationists and other critics dis­ 
covered the commission—phono 
and mail business for the six 
people in the office 
has been 
brisk. 
Mrs. Marie Sheehy, adm inis­ 
trative officer for the com m is­ 
sion, said from 250 to 300 per­ 
sons have phoned or written to 
complain but ‘‘about 9 9 per cent 
of them 
are 
conservationists 
who haven't even been to the 
border to see what we 
are 
doing.” 
Conservationists are jumping 
to 
erroneous 
conclusions 
on 
some misinformation circulated 
about the scope of the project, 
she said. 


Tordon 101, commonly called 
pieloram, is used by the com­ 
mission on 2.47 square miles in 
the United States, she added. 
Mrs. Sheehy said the chemi­

A 
slight 
decline

Ohio 
inheritance 
t a x 
collections 
during 
calendar 
1969

reflected in a report released 
today by State Auditor Roger 
Cloud, based upon data com­ 
piled by tile various county 
auditors of the state. 
The report shows that overall 
collections in Pickaway County 
in 1969 were $47,199 as com­ 
pared with $104,596 during 1968. 
Over the collections in the 
s t a t e , 
Cloud 
said, 
were 
$36,916,787 off $3,061,937, or 7.6 
per cent, from the receipts of 
$39,978,724 for 1968. 
The decline was attributed in 
part to recent changes in the 
estate laws including increases 
in exemption allowances, with 
the result that the full impact 
of revised statutes will not be 
felt until the 1970 collections. 
Half of the annual collections 
under the law, are retained by 
the local subdivisions, and the 
other half reverts to the sate, 
after 
certain 
deductions 
to 
cover the fees and other costs 
of 
collection by 
the 
county 
auditors and treasurers. 
With these adjustments, the 
state’s net share amounted to 
$17,176,263, which was a decline 
of $1,470,587 or 7.8 per cent from 
1968.

ment giving blacks more jobs in 
the building trades in Chicago 
has been signed by leaders for 
the construction industry, labor 
unions and a coalition of civil 
rights groups. 
Formal announcement of the 
agreement and its signing was 
made Monday by Mayor Rich­ 
ard J. Daley. 
Talks between the predomi­ 
nantly black Coalition for Unit­ 
ed Community Action, the Chi­ 
cago Building Trades Council 
and 
industry 
representatives 
had been going on since last 
summer, 
when

blocked construction at several 
sites demanding more jobs for 
blacks. 
Under terms of the agreement 
announced Monday, 4,000 blacks 
will be given construction jobs: 
1,000 immediately as qualified 
workers;

Cecil F. Poole, who has re­ 
signed effective Jan. 31 from 
the prosecutor’s post he has 
held since 1961, referred in an 
interview to the Justice D epart­ 
m ent’s actions and said: “ What­ 
ever they say they’re doing, 
they’re out to get the Black 
Panthers.” 
An authorization from Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell was re­ 
quired before outside prosecu­ 
tors could assist a grand jury in 
Poole’s district. The panel be­ 
gan its probe in May but recent­ 
ly expanded it to include the fi­ 
nancial affairs 
of the 
party. 
“That they sent out the spe­ 
cial task force didn’t bother me 
so much,” Pooie said. “ What 
bothered me was they did it 
without prior warning to me or 
consultation.” 
“ To a large degree,” he add­ 
ed, “ I don’t agree with this 
whole probe. It bothers me be­ 
cause I think it s silly, quite 
wasteful. A lot of the things 
they’re doing are harassm ent.” 
As an example, he cited the 
arrest of David Hilliard, the 
Panther’s chief of staff, follow­

Alioto Out 


Of California 
Office Race 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
— Mayor Joseph Alioto of San 
Francisco has decided against 
running for governor this year, 
leaving Jesse M. Unruh as the 
only major Democratic chal­ 
lenger to Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
The balding, energetic mayor, 
a lawyer in private life, had 
formed the nucleus of a cam­ 
paign staff and had been expect­ 
ed to take on Unruh, Democrat­ 
ic leader of the State Assembly, 
in the June 2 primary. 
But Alioto announced Monday

taken in the first session of the 
108th 
General 
Assembly, 
ac­ 
cording to Senator Harry L. 
Armstrong. 
The 
Constitutional 
Revision 
Commission was created by a 
new law effective November*26, 
1969. 
hut not operative until 
January I, 1970. The 32-member 
body will study the state’s basic 
law and make periodic recom­ 
mendations for change to the 
General 
Assembly, 
Senator 
Armstrong said. 
The statute calls for the com­ 
mission to consist of 12 mem­ 
bers of the General Assembly 
— three each a*ppointed by the 
majority and minority leaders 
of the Senate and three each 
by the majority and minority 
leaders of the House. 
These 12 organize by electing 
two co-chairmen, each from a 
different political party. Then, 
by majority vote, they appoint 
20 non-legislative members. 
All appointments — legislative 
and nonlegislative — will be for 
two years, ending Jan. I of 
even-numbered years. Then the 
commission will he recreated by 
appointments in the same man­ 
ner as originally. Members may 
be 
reappointed 
and 
interim 
vacancies 
filled 
the same 
as 
original 
appointments. 
The 
members serve without com­ 
pensation, 
receiving only ex­ 
penses. 
Functions of the commission 
will 
be 
to 
study 
the 
Con­ 
stitution; promote an exchange 
of experiences and suggestions 
regarding 
changes; 
consider 
problems pertinent to amend­ 
ment: 
make recommendations 
from time to 
time to 
t h e 
General Assembly for amend­ 
m e n t s , 
Senator 
Armstrong 
explained. 
All recommendations by the 
commission must be by a two- 
thirds vote. 
In event the voters approve 
a 
call 
for 
a 
constitutional 
convention, 
an 
issue 
placed 
before them each 20 years — 
the next time in 1972 — the 
Revision Commission is to* make 
r e c o m m e n d a t i o n s 
on 
organization of a convention and 
report 
its 
suggestions 
for 
changes to the convention. 
The 
Revision 
Commission’s 
first 
report 
to 
the 
General 
Assembly 
must 
come 
by 
January I, 1971. Thereafter, it 
must report at least every two 
years until its work is com­ 
pleted on or before July I, 1979.-

same procedure as amendments 
are

requires a three-fifths favorable 
vote in each house on a joint 
resolution to submit a proposed 
amendment to the voters, who 
have the final say. Adoption of 
an amendment by the people 
requires a majority favorable 
vote.

$100,000 
from 
emergency funds for expenses 
of the Revision Commission in 
the current two years. 
The present Ohio Constitution, 
adopted in 1851, is a rewrite 
of 
the 
original 
Constitution 
adopted in 1802. 
Ohio voters approved a call 
for a constitutional convention 


in 1871. It rewrote the 
C o n ­ 
stitution bul the people rejected 


it. 
The pc mle voted against a 
convention in 1891 but approved 
one in 1910. 
This 
convention 
wrote 
41 
amendments, submitted in 1912. 
The 
people 
adopted 
33 
and 
rejected 8. 
The people turned down a 
con vent io n call in 1932 and 1952. 
The General Assembly still 
can propose amendments on its
